However, we must 
now make every effort to bring about the desired results by 
securing within the shortest possible time a complimentary 
increase in shares sold. To promote effective co-operation the 
committees now set up should proceed to contact prospective 
.members .in earnest. 

The name, address and phone numbers of such prospects 
should be relayed to the office of our secretary. Whenever pos¬ 
sible a down payment should be arranged. Anyone wishing to 
buy a share can contact any of the directors and make the 
necessary arrangements. It should be obvious that this kind 
of co-operation by interested individuals will reduce the cost 
of. financing. Time and money cost more today than at any 
time during our organizational s£age. . 

Business, concerns have proven their faith in the rutuie of 
our city by increased interests in business locations. In our 
co-operative we face the relative decision of proving our faith 
in the character and integrity of the five nationalities asso¬ 
ciated in this venture. ... 

While it may be taken for granted that the directors will 
find a ‘suitable method in dealing with the financing of our 
project, certain facts must be recognized. The eleven directors 
ar working* people who have only so much time to contribute 
to organizational activities, therefore both active ana moral 
support will be appreciated. , 

It is quite certain that we would not consider borrowing 
money at the present high rates of interest. This would Place 
a great burden on the operation of the premises which would 
bo detrimental to the purposes for which the building is 
planned 

There are a multitude of speculative stock, shares and 
bonds on the market with the appeal of possible future profits. 
Shares in a co-operative,-however, do not provide the same 
incentive for speculative buying. This fact brings us to the 
elements of reality in any method that may be chosen in a 

share r selling campaign. ^, 

There are a number of things that money cannot ouy ana 
co-operation is one of them. Cooperation between individuals, 
organized groups or people in general is a gift, a sentiment, a 
fractional part of character and belief. Values received may 
not be in kind. The reality of the situation is this; we can and 
will raise the necessary funds through co-operative effort and 
interest in the fundamental reasons which prompted the in- 
cdfporation of this association. It will not be done thiough 
speculative or competitive schemes. Nd church or other com¬ 
munity effort would ever be built if the foundation depended 
On peopk- who look for profitable investment. Theie must be 
a: higher motive and a vrong will beyond cash returns. The 
Co-operative AssociatiQns Act is the law which defines rights, 
privileges and responsibilities of a co-operative and its own¬ 
ers, the shareholders. A very selective form of protection un¬ 
der’any circumstance. ^ ^ X1 . . 

Let us not make the mistake of thinking that this is a 
iob only for the directors of the co-operative. Every interested 
person must help, both through personal effort and through 
heir groups What of the locals and districts of the Vasa 
nrder of America and the Sons of Norway—will they become 
Jive in our support?
